Public Exhibition nt New Cnstle; Delaware

e Hundred Children Witness the Disgust-

Ing Spectncle—The Sherifl Applanded,

The Wilmington Cononercial, of last evening, has
the following:—

Five men, all eolored, were whipped, and one
placed In the pillory, at New Castle, on Saturday.
Edward Smith, s young colored man, convicted on
a charge of having eriminal Intercourse with a child,
wis pliuced in the pillory from 10 to 11 o'clock A, M.
About one hundred Hitie bhoys and glrls, from four
yeurs of age awl upwards, and about dreeen adalt
persons, witnessed thisfexhivition, At 2 o'clock P,
M. the gates of the prison yard were thrown open,
and the Court having ar this hour taken a recess, a
large crowd of persops, in addition to the children
before mentioned, gathered to witness the Inshing
of the prisouers,

Andrew Chambers was the first prisoner brought
ount, and firmly secured to the post. He haid been
convicted of the larceny of gome money from R, P,
Y, and in addition to othier punishinents was to re-
celve 20 lagbea, A8 the sherldl stepped forward to
execute the sentence we notieed that he had been
provided with & new “cat-o'nine tails,” which cor-
responded with the new plilory and post which had
but recently been erccted,  ‘I'ne sheritl, after having
megsnred off the distance and lald the “talls” across
the back of the prisoner, as If to give him warning
where he might éxpect the blow, proceeded to exe-
cute the sentence of the court, Both sheril and
prisoner stood ni\nnrnrl,\- up to the work, each appi-
rently alike exhausted, The approprinte purple
“awelta” were raised ut almost every lash, Tho new
whipping-post=nd new *cat” had their drst vietim,
but were not baptized in blood.

Gieorge Jackso.: was the next prisoner, and was to
recelve twenty lushes, for the larceny of a lot ef
rags from Jessup & Moore. The Sherlll; elther not
being satiatied with nis drst enort with the now im-
plements, or the dark, swarthy skin of the prisoner
wis not 50 thick as his fellow, we do not Know which,
bt at the end of the intiction of the punishment we
noticed oozing through a thickly-ralsed “welt” a
gingle drop-of blood, which trickled down over the
person of the prisoner,  Blood has now been drawn
at the shrine of the new post, and it 8 now fully
dedicated to the administration of barbaric laws,

James Gordon was the next victim, and recelved
his twenty lashes very stolcally, without blood being
drawn. After the punishment was over he drew
up his blanket over his striped shoulders, and Klck-
ing up his heels, speedily disappeared from the pub-
Ie gaze, within the prison,

Joseph Derry was next brought out, and received
his allowance of twenty laghes, at the end of which
an abrasure of the skin wus noticed, through which
blood was slowly m)zlm&.

The last was Edward Smith, who had been pil-
lorled in the morning., He was to receive hirty
lashes for his crime. He had a wild; haggard look,
knowing that a severe panishiment was in store for
him: and although u very lurge proportion of the
spectiulors present were uyerse to this mode of pun-
Ishment, no sympathy for the prisoner could be sean
even by look or gesture, The Sherifl nerved him-
sclf for the task that was bafore him, and balance«d
well his wespon $0 a8 to make the blow effective,
The victhm writhed ander the punishment, and ap-
pepled with pitying looks and broken sentences to
the Sheritt for mercy, whiclt were apparently an-
swered with blows of greatly inereasod foree ; seve-
ral persons in the crowd clapped their hands, und as
rldge nreer ridge was radsed on the mon's back, crles
of “Give it to him" were heard. The thirty lashes
were sdministered, and strange to say that notwith-
standing the force applied, owing to the thickuess of
the prisoner’s skin, very lttle blood was drawn,

There bemg no other victing for the post, the
crowd digpersed and the gates of the prison closed,
